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Brownhills 
market now 
gone for good 

Brownhills Market has been scrapped just over 
six months after its much-trumpeted return. 

LSD Promotions has pulled the plug on the Silver 
Street site after business plunged. 

The market last Saturday was the final one, with 
the decision to axe it coming less than six weeks 
after bosses closed the Thursday event. 

There were 80 stalls following its initial two-day- 
a- week relaunch but just five traders were present 
last weekend. 

Talks with Walsall Council over finding a new 
location failed, prompting the decision. 

LSD promotions director Dermot McGillicuddy 
said: “We are disappointed as we were really hopeful 
that we could make a go of it. 

“We did everything that was possible to encourage 
traders to come. But the numbers went down and 
the shoppers didn’t come out. If it had carried on this 
Saturday there would have been just two traders.” 

The market operators, who run the town’s suc¬ 
cessful Bescot Sunday event, were brought in by the 
council last November to stage Brownhills on Thurs¬ 
days and Saturdays. 

It is the latest blow to the market which dates 
back more than 40 years. In June 2009 it closed after 
then landlords Spook Erections failed to agree a new 
contract. Weeks later it was revived by council 
bosses but collapsed again in 2010. 

Regeneration chief councillor Adrian Andrew 
admitted there were no immediate plans for a 
market to return to Brownhills. But plans to create 
a public square which could hold markets near the 
High Street, as part of the Tesco expansion, were 
still on-going. But this is unlikely to be completed 
until 2013. 

Councillor Andrew said: “We have tried absolutely 
everything to make Brownhills Market a success bar 
paying customers to come here.” 

Travellers are 
moved off land 

A dozen travellers’ caravans which camped on 
Pelsall Common have been moved on by police and 
council officers. 

The convoy was forced off the protected village 
common after a stay of less than 24 hours. 

Two cardboard boxes and two bin bags filled with 
rubbish were left behind. Pelsall councillor Garry 
Perry said: “They were in such a visible location, 
right in the centre of the village on protected land. It 
did cause quite a stir. 

“Hopefully that’s the end of it now. I would ask 
people to remain vigilant though and report any¬ 
thing else they may see.” 

Caravans began arriving at the site at around 
10.30pm on Wednesday. There were seven mobile 
homes by midnight and 12 by the morning. 

They were the latest arrival of travellers in 
Walsall, with caravans also in Rough Wood Country 
Park in Willenhall and Chester Road North, Brown¬ 
hills. 

Council bosses are now working on preventative 
measures such as bollards to crack down on the 
problem in hotspot areas. 


Fruit machines targeted

Manor Hospital is due to charge badge holders 

DISABLED 
SET TO PAY 
FOR PARKING

Disabled drivers will be 
charged for parking at Walsall 
Manor Hospital in a shake-up 
that will see a new half-hour fee 
introduced for short-stay visitors. 

Hospital bosses are set to introduce 
a new parking charge of £1 for 30 
minutes, after complaints from visi¬ 
tors forced to pay a flat £2 fee for a 
short stay. 

But blue badge holders hit out after 
they were told that they will have to pay 
hospital parking charges for the first 
time. 

Health campaigner Pete Smith has 
urged the hospital to rethink its stance. 

“It is bad enough charging any outpa¬ 
tient or hospital visitor for parking on the 
hospital car parks,” said Mr Smith, a 
former councillor for Blakenall. 

“But to introduce new charges for dis¬ 
abled outpatients and visitors with blue 
badges is unacceptable.” 

Priority 

Hospital bosses have said the new car 
parks had more priority spaces for blue 
badge holders as well as new parent-and- 
child spaces. 

Lincoln Dawkin, interim commercial 
director at Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust, said: “Providing more of these ded¬ 
icated spaces has resulted in the trust 
taking the difficult decision that disabled 
blue badge holders now have to pay the 
normal car parking rates.” 

But he added while existing car 
parking rates will stay the same, a new 
rate for drivers staying 30 minutes or less 
was to be introduced. 

“Following patient and visitor feed¬ 
back, the trust has recently decided to 
include a new car parking rate of £1 for 30 
minutes; this new rate will come into 
effect in approximately one month’s 
time,” said Mr Dawkin. 

“The existing car parking rates at 
Walsall Manor Hospital remain as £2 for 
the first hour and £1 for every hour after 
that up to a maximum of £6. Weekly con¬ 
cessionary passes are also available if you 
visit the hospital on a regular basis.” 

The Manor’s new car parks, off Pleck 
Road and Wilbraham Road, have 450 
spaces combined.

Walsall ‘has 
one of worst 
high streets’ 

Walsall town centre was has been “named and 
shamed” as one of the worst high streets in the 
country. It is among the quarter of UK high streets 
failing as the gap grows between the best and worst 
town centres. 

Empty shops triggered a downward spiral in 83 
out of 365 towns, says a survey by property consult¬ 
ants Colliers International. 

Walsall is on the list along with Bootle, Mersey¬ 
side, Dunstable and Bedfordshire. 

Its centre has about 80 shops and businesses 
empty, with big names such as Topshop leaving the 
Park Street shopping area. 

The Hogshead pub, Zavvi music store, and 
Chicago Rock Cafe have also closed in Park Street, 
Leicester Street and Lichfield Street. 

The centre has the 24th highest vacancy rate in 
the country at 26 per cent and the level of empty 
shops and units is growing faster than the national 
average. 

Elsewhere, another 42 retail centres surveyed 
today were deemed to be degenerating. These 
included Grimsby, Lincolnshire; Dartford, Kent; and 
Walworth Road, London. More than a third are said 
to be stable. 

The high street is one of the most evident victims 
of a consumer spending squeeze triggered by high 
inflation and muted wage growth, and fears over 
economic recovery. 

The survey is to be published this week. 


Death crash 
rider is named 

A motorcyclist who died after being in a crash with 
a lorry in Darlaston has been named as Jeff Picken. 
The married 43-year-old died following the collision 
in Heath Road, Darlaston. He was originally from 
Wednesbury. 

Floral tributes to the former Wood Green High 
School pupil have been left at the scene. Mr Picken, 
a father and uncle and a welder by trade, was pro¬ 
nounced dead at Walsall Manor Hospital following 
the crash at 6.50am on June 16. 

The collision happened at the junction of Heath 
Road and Walsall Road, just off the mini-roundabout 
near to the Total petrol station. 

Mr Picken’s Suzuki collided with a Scania lorry 
belonging to European Metal Recycling, which has a 
base in Bentley Road South, Darlaston. Walsall 
Council is assessing whether safety measures need 
to be brought in at the scene.

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Travellers 
camp on 
town park 

Travellers have set up camp on a 
Willenhall country park - the latest 
convoy of caravans to have settled in 
Walsall within weeks. Five caravans 
are also on land in Brownhills. 

Around a dozen caravans have 
arrived on land at Rough Wood 
Country Park, off Bentley Lane, in 
Short Heath, after managing to get 
access to the site several days ago. 

Complaints from residents have 
now been lodged with Walsall Council 
calling for the camp to be moved from 
the land and for the council to make 
sure it does not move from site to site. 

Willenhall councillor Ian Shires 
said he believed the latest convoy of 
caravans had come from land in 
Leamore, Bloxwich. 

“The Friends group have done a 
really good job in tidying up the area 
and the travellers have now moved on 
there,” he said. 

“There is going to be rubbish left 
behind and all this costs a lot of money 
after to clear up. This is a country 
park that people feel very protective 
of. 

Escorted 

“If they are being evicted off a par¬ 
ticular site they should be escorted off 
the borough. They should not just 
move from the site and go to another.” 

Travellers are also on land opposite 
The Hussey Arms pub, Chester Road 
North, Brownhills, just days after a 
group was moved on from Hollands 
Park. 

Wooden bollards have now been 
installed to stop travellers gaining 
access to the park. 

Walsall Council bosses said an evic¬ 
tion notice had now been served to 
clear the travellers from Rough Wood. 

Lorraine Boothman, interim 
trading standards manager at Walsall 
Council, said: “We fully understand 
the concerns of people living near 
Rough Wood Country Park regarding 
the unexpected influx of vehicles at 
this site. 

“Council officers served an eviction 
notice and we are now liaising with 
the police to clear the land. 

“If council owned land is particu¬ 
larly vulnerable to unauthorised 
access, the council will make an 
assessment to see if preventative 
measures can be put in place to 
restrict access,” she added.

£30,000 is 
over 
Christmas 

Free Christmas parking lost Walsall 
Council more than £30,000 in revenue and 
failed to significantly boost visitor numbers, 
new figures claim. 

The festive parking incentive has been 
used across council-owned car parks in a bid 
to encourage more visitors to the town 
centre. 

But it has been revealed by highways 
chiefs it failed to attract large numbers of 
extra shoppers last year. 

It has placed doubts over the long-term 
future of the scheme as the authority looks 
to claw back millions. 

Parking fees were suspended on more 
than a dozen car parks in the heart of the 
borough from December 20 until January 3 
last year. A review of parking has been 
carried out within Walsall town centre in a 
bid to fill spaces. 

A report from the working group said 
there was a risk of reducing costs on car 
parks as usage may not increase and income 
could fall. 

It states: “Free parking offered during 
Christmas 2010 was referred to as an 
example as occupancy rates during this 
period did not differ greatly from the previ¬ 
ous year despite free parking being offered. 
Revenue of circa £30,000 was lost as a 
result.” 

However, councillor Dennis Anson, a 
member of the working group, said they 
believe the offer should continue. “If no-one 
comes into the town we lose a lot more,” he 
said.

Implement 

“Members recommended 
officers now implement a 
charge for off-street parking for 
blue badge holders in Walsall.” 

The charges are being con¬ 
sidered as the new Tesco super¬ 
store offers three hours of free 
parking. 

Bosses are in talks with the 
supermarket giant over cutting 
its free parking down to two 
hours. 

The council is also consider¬ 
ing a proposal to implement a 
£3-a-day charge for a trial six- 
month period in its town centre 
sites to entice more drivers. 

Paul Leighton, Walsall 
Council group leader for traffic 
management, said: “The 
working party has reviewed 
parking and will be making 
recommendations to cabinet in 
due course.” 

The council is also looking to 
shut down a discount car park 
in Lower Rushall Street, which 
has proved popular with 
drivers since opening without 
planning permission. The 
council is seeking enforcement 
action.

Fines for 
underage 
pub sales 

Staff at two pubs were fined for 
selling alcohol to underage drinkers 
as part of a fresh crackdown aimed at 
reducing booze-fuelled trouble across 
Walsall. 

A joint police and Walsall Council 
operation has been launched to stop 
the illegal sale of alcohol which can 
lead to anti-social behaviour. 

Underage test purchase volunteers 
were used to visit licensed premises 
with two pubs, the Bridge Tavern, in 
Short Heath, Willenhall, and The 
Crown in King Edward Street, Dar- 
laston, caught making underage 
sales. Both workers who made the 
sales were given fixed penalty notices 
for £80 for the selling alcohol to under 
18s. 

Officers have vowed to carry on 
regular checks in a bid to stop beer 
being sold to those underage. Police 
say there is often a link between booze 
and anti-social behaviour. 

They will be ensuring all pubs 
across the borough stick to the licens¬ 
ing law as part of the crackdown. 

Sgt Bren O’Hare, from Walsall 
borough licensing team, said: “There 
is strong evidence to show that 
alcohol and anti-social behaviour are 
linked.” 

Mayor to give 
pupils shilling 

The Mayor and mayoress of Walsall 
will attend a Civic Sunday service at 
the town’s St Matthew’s Church this 
weekend. 

The service, on June 26, will be fol¬ 
lowed by the traditional bun and 
shilling presentation to local children. 

The Mayor, Councillor Garry Perry 
will attend the church in St 
Matthew’s Close, Church Hill, at 
10.30am, along with Mayoress June 
Perry. Guests will include fellow 
mayors and civic dignitaries from 
other local authorities. 

After the service Councillor Perry 
will greet youngsters from Blue Coat 
Schools at Walsall Town Hall to 
present them with a silver coin and a 
bun. The bun and shilling tradition 
can be traced back to London in 1553 
when youngsters from Christ’s Hospi¬ 
tal School - the predecessor of Blue 
Coat schools across the country - 
were entertained by the mayor. 

Sleeping position 
‘risktothe unborn’ 

Women who sleep on their right 
side or back during late pregnancy 
could be at increased risk of stillbirth, 
research suggests. 

Experts found a link between sleep¬ 
ing position and the chance of late 
stillbirth - 28 weeks or over - in a 
study of more than 450 women. 

The overall risk of late stillbirth 
was small - just three per 1,000 
births — but researchers said the find¬ 
ings needed “urgent confirmation” in 
other studies. 

Some 155 women who had a late 
stillbirth were questioned about their 
lifestyles, and compared with 310 
women who went on to have healthy 
pregnancies.

Peso Littlehales said: “This is a 
chance for local people to come 
and meet their neighbourhood 
policing team on a one-to-one 
basis and discuss any concerns 
they may have. 

“Although people are welcome 
to report crime, if they have other 
concerns we can signpost them to 


our partner agencies. We already 
have a Neighbourhood Watch set 
up in Palfrey that meets regu¬ 
larly, but this surgery will be held 
in the daytime for people who 
may struggle to come in the 
evening.”

4,000 
carry on 
crimes 

More than 4,000 crimi¬ 
nals in the West Mid¬ 
lands and Staffordshire 
reoffended last year, 
claim new figures. 

Seven per cent of 
58,032 convicted offend¬ 
ers committed a new 
crime, or crimes, in 2010 
in the two regions. 

The figures have been 
revealed by Staffordshire 
and West Midlands Pro¬ 
bation Trust and bosses 
are pleased, claiming 
reoffending rates were 
slightly below those 
expected by the Govern¬ 
ment. 

But a former police 
chief superintendent 
said the statistics were “a 
play on figures”. 

There were 360 reof¬ 
fenders in Sandwell, 300 
in both Wolverhampton 
and Walsall, and 250 in 
Dudley. 

Reoffending rates were 
lowest in Staffordshire, 
with just over six per cent 
of its convicted popula¬ 
tion of 7,643 returning to 
criminal activity, and 
highest in Walsall. 

Almost nine per cent of 
3,624 criminals in the 
borough extended their 
records. 


Age gap 
over ops 

Older women are less 
likely to have breast 
cancer surgery than 
younger, alarming 

research carried out in 
the West Midlands 
claims. 

Experts are unsure of 
the reasons, although 
they say the findings 
cannot solely be 
explained by older 
women also having other 
illnesses. 

They are conducting 
more research into 
whether patients choose 
not to have surgery or 
whether other factors — 
such as age discrimina¬ 
tion in the NHS - play a 
role. Researchers exam¬ 
ined the records of more 
than 23,000 women with 
breast cancer diagnosed 
in the region. 


Manor told to make 
improvements to care 



The new Walsall Manor 
Hospital has been ordered to 
make improvements after it 
emerged passers-by were able 
to see a naked pensioner being 
given treatment. 

Inspectors found some elderly 
patients at risk of dehydration 
because they were not being 
offered help to drink.

Watchdogs also raised concerns 
over the privacy of patients at Walsall 
Manor Hospital. 

Fears were raised over the well¬ 
being of pensioners by inspectors from 
the Care Quality Commission, which 
said they were not always receiving 
the fluids they needed. 

Overall, the commission ruled 
essential standards were being met 
but a few lapses meant improvements 
needed to be made. 

Inspectors visited the hospital on 
April 13 to see how well elderly 
patients were being looked after. 

They found no-one was offered the 
chance to wash their hands before 
meal times and they were not always 
helped with their drinks. 

The report reads: “Patients were 
not always given the assistance they 
needed to have a drink. We saw

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several instances where fluids were 
left that had not been taken. 

‘We also saw some fluid charts were 
inaccurately completed to reflect the 
amount of fluids that had been taken. 

“For example, we saw drinks left in 
a beaker and whilst this was in reach 
of the patient they made no attempt to 
drink it. The patient was confused as 
to place and time.” 

The Care Quality Commission con¬ 
cluded that some patients were at risk 
of dehydration. 

The report added: “During the visit, 
we saw no-one was offered the oppor¬ 
tunity to wash their hands before 
having a meal.” 

Richard Kirby, chief executive, said 
the hospital was now developing an 
action plan. 

The official report published on 
June 16 reads: “We saw a patient 
exposed whilst the nurses were giving 
care. The patient was visible by 
anyone in the corridor in front of the 
bay and there was a male talking to 
someone nearby. 

Exposed 

“The nurse did try to draw the cur¬ 
tains but they did not close properly 
and the patient remained exposed 
and was not covered in a sheet or 
blanket.” 

Inspectors found there were a 
number of beds that could not be com¬ 
pletely closed off due to missing 
curtain hooks. 

They also viewed staff talking too 
loudly about a patient’s condition, 
boards displaying medical informa¬ 
tion on view to all and staff “talking 
across patients and not to them”. 

The report continued: “There were 
occasions when some staff seemed 
over familiar with patients and did 
not use their name, but referred to the 
patient as ‘good girl’.” 

However, inspectors said they had 
observed overall good practice when it 
came to patients’ privacy and dignity, 
saying people were treated with 
respect and their needs were met. 

The food service was praised, with 
no one complaining about meals and 
staff sitting to help feed patients. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust now 
has 28 days to present a list of 
improvements to the c ommission. 

Richard Kirby, chief executive, said: 
“The report did suggest that we could 
make some minor improvements and 
we are currently developing an action 
plan to make sure that our services 
are even stronger in the future.”

Possession 
of cocaine 
is admitted 

A police raid at a Walsall home uncovered cocaine 
that could have been resold for more than £1,000, a 
court heard. 

Officers raided David Hill’s address in Fullbrook 
Road, Delves on March 25. 

Walsall Magistrates Court heard that when they 
searched the property they found 27.9g of rock 
cocaine. 

The 31-year-old, who admitted possessing the 
class A drug with intent to supply, also pleaded 
guilty to possessing amphetamine and cannabis 
after a small quantity was found. 

Mrs Maggie Meakin, prosecuting, said Hill’s 
partner and two young children had been at the 
address while police searched their home. He was 
handcuffed after he acted aggressively, she said. 

Mrs Meakin said the officers also found benzo- 
caine and boric acid, described as “cutting agents” to 
mix with cocaine. 

The estimated street value of the Class A drug was 
£500-£600 but police said it could have been resold 
in 28 deals - potentially bringing in a sum of more 
than £1,000. 

Hill was arrested and tested positive for cocaine 
during a drugs test. 

The case was committed to Wolverhampton 
Crown Court for sentence on July 19. Hill was given 
unconditional bail. 


Delivery firm is 
recruiting 300 

Recruitment is now under way for 300 jobs being 
created at a former delivery depot in Willenhall, as 
the company moving in has taken over another large 
building in the town. 

Delivery firm Yodel is opening up the former City 
Link base, just off the Black Country Route. The new 
revamped depot will open in a phased programme, 
with the first workers appointed and getting to work 
as early as next month. It is hoped all staff will have 
moved in and the site will be fully open by the end of 
August. 

New signs have now gone up and workers are 
revamping the 150,000 sq ft depot in Downs Road,

The company is also taking over the former City 
Link offices in Midland Road, on the Willenhall and 
Darlaston border. 

Yodel, the new name for Home Delivery Network, 
has also taken over an empty industrial building off 
Armstrong Way, just a stone’s throw from the new 
depot. This will be used as a yard for vehicles. 

A spokeswoman for Yodel said: “People will have 
noticed a lot of activity going on at the site at the 
moment and there will be a lot more to come. 

“We will be doing a phased opening and recruit¬ 
ment is now well under way. We are looking for the 
site to be fully functional by the end of August.”

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Southern Cross deal talks 


Stricken care homes provider 
Southern Cross is expected to 
reach an agreement with land¬ 
lords, banks and the Govern¬ 
ment to ensure its 31,000 
residents will still be cared for, 
even if the company were to fall 
into administration. 

The deal, which was set to be 
hammered out at a crunch 
meeting last week, is designed to 
allay fears that frail and elderly 


residents may suffer disruption 
if the company collapses. 

It could also help restore confi¬ 
dence in the company, which 
runs 752 care homes, in a bid to 
stem the decline in the number of 
residents. The company runs 20 
facilities in the region including 
Walsall and five in south 
Staffordshire. 

The meeting could see South¬ 
ern Cross thrash out the frame¬ 


work for a deal with its landlords 
and its banks to ensure its future 
survival. It is believed the most 
likely outcome will be that 
Southern survives the crisis, but 
with many landlords withdraw¬ 
ing their homes from the 
company in coming months and 
running them independently. 
This would leave the restruc¬ 
tured company with a much 
smaller number of homes. 


Parking fees cut bid 


Parking charges could be cut to £3 a 
day on Walsall town centre car parks 
to fill spaces and cover lost income 
since Tesco opened a new supermar¬ 
ket. 

Revenue from Walsall Council’s 
multi-storey car park in Hatherton 
Road has slumped by £8,000 a month 
following the launch of the adjacent 
superstore. Underused car parks in 
Ward Street and Dudley Street are 
now being earmarked for a reduced 


rate rather than the current daily £5 
charge on council-owned sites. 

The charge for a four-hour stay is 
also set to be reduced by £1 to £2.80 to 
encourage more shoppers to visit the 
town. However, blue badge holders 
may be charged for using car parks, 
although they will remain exempt of 
controversial on-street fares. 

The recommendations will be con¬ 
sidered by the decision-making 
cabinet. 


Jobless 
claims 
go up 

Unemployment has 
fallen by 88,000 across 
the country, but the 
number of people claim¬ 
ing Jobseeker’s 

Allowance has increased 
in Walsall, latest figures 
show. 

The quarterly fall was 
the biggest in more than 
a decade. 

The jobless total now 
stands at to 2.43 million. 

Across the West Mid¬ 
lands unemployment 
had fallen by 4,000 to 
255,000 by the beginning 
of March, compared to 
the last three months of 
2010. 

But the number of 
people claiming Job¬ 
seeker’s Allowance 
jumped by 19,600 last 
month to 1.49 million, 
the worst figure for more 
than a year. 

The figures vary 
because not everyone 
classed as unemployed 
can claim Jobseeker’s 
Allowance. 

In Walsall the 
claimant count was up 
134 to 10,299, or 6.5 per 
cent of the borough’s 
working population - 
substantially above the 
national average of 3.8 
per cent. 

In Sandwell the 
picture was even more 
gloomy, with the number 
of people claiming Job¬ 
seeker’s Allowance up 
304 to 13,285, or 7.2 per 
cent. 


Lessons 
in health 

Homeopathy work¬ 
shops will be staged at a 
Walsall centre.

Anger at commuters 
clogging up streets 


An upmarket area of Walsall 
is being used as an unofficial 
park and ride for drivers 
parking up and then catching 
the bus. 

Vehicles are being left on the 
Park Hall estate off the main 
Birmingham Road for hours. 

The parked cars are clogging up res¬ 
idential streets, it has been claimed. 

The unofficial park and ride facility 
has seen cars parked in roads such as 
Park Road and Queen’s Road, prompt¬ 
ing anger from nearby residents. It is 
believed motorists are parking and 
then catching the bus into Birming¬ 
ham. 

This way of commuting saves 
workers having to pay parking fees. 

Walsall Council transport chiefs 
say they are aware of the issue but 
there are no parking restrictions in 
place. And they admitted there are no 
plans to introduce them. 

There have been problems else¬ 
where in the borough previously with 
cars being left in Blackwood Road, 
Streetly, as people catch the bus. 

Council leader Mike Bird said there 
have been complaints from house¬ 
holders. He said: “Residents get angry

with drivers who leave their cars 
there all day. People who live near bus 
routes and railway stations seem to 
suffer from this.” 

Paul Leighton, group leader for 
traffic management, said: “We are 
aware of residents’ concerns and we 
have looked into them. There are cur¬ 
rently no parking restrictions in this 
area and no plans to introduce any.” 

It comes after official plans for a 
park and ride near to Park Hall were 
scrapped by council chiefs. 

Mooted 

The project was first mooted more 
than two years ago and a parcel of 
land off Birmingham Road was ear¬ 
marked for a 300-space car park. 

But the plans for the facility off the 
Aston University Sports Ground fell 
through and bosses say they are no 
longer actively pursuing the project. 

The aim of the scheme was to 
reduce the number of car trips into 
Walsall town centre. 

Apark-and-ride approach has been 
adopted and proved successful in 
other parts of the country including 
Oxford, Cambridge and Exeter. 


Small companies 
drive jobs creation 


The West Midlands has been named 
as the job creation hotspot of the UK, 
with small firms driving the recruit¬ 
ment surge. 

Despite the continuing economic 
gloom, the UK’s employment outlook 
is the most positive it has been for 
three years, according to recruitment 
firm Manpower. 

But Manpower warned that while 
small and medium-sized enterprises 
(SMEs) were predicting job creation 
in the coming months, hiring inten¬ 
tions among the country’s biggest 
businesses had fallen for three quar¬ 
ters in a row and remained “flat”. 

Those in the finance, banking and 
business services sector were most 
optimistic, while engineers and com¬ 
puter specialists were most in 
demand, a survey of 2,100 employers 
found. 

Mark Cahill, managing director of 
Manpower, said: “It seems that when 


it comes to job vacancies, small is 
beautiful. 

“Candidates sometimes assume 
that bigger is better when it comes to 
employers, but these statistics clearly 
point to the opposite.” 

The responses reveal the West Mid¬ 
lands comes in as the most positive 
region in the third quarter of 2011, 
with the strongest outlook and job cre¬ 
ation in a range of industry sectors. 

Greg Hollis, operations manager for 
West Midlands at Manpower, said: 
“For the UK, manufacturing is experi¬ 
encing the strongest outlook of plus- 
13 per cent in the third quarter 2011 
with a phenomenal uplift from the 
prior quarter. 

“This gives us a reason to cheer, as 
it is potentially a sign of a revival in 
this part of the country. 

“Manpower is working actively 
with all clients in the region to satisfy 
their demands for staff.”

The logo is being used on all promo¬ 
tional materials associated with 
Brownhills’ entry in this year’s Heart 
of England in Bloom competition. 

Laurie Drake, head of art at Brown¬ 
hills School, said: “The children found 
the process of designing the logo 
extremely exciting as they knew they 
were designing for a live project.” 


New targets 
to be set for 
secondaries 

Secondary schools in England are to be set a new 
target of securing five good GCSE passes for at least 
half of their pupils. 

Education Secretary Michael Gove was due to set 
down the target in a speech, in which he will warn 
Britain risks falling behind Asian economies unless 
it accelerates the pace of educational improvement. 

The new target of 50 per cent of pupils attaining 
five A*-C grade GCSEs, including English and 
maths, would require the worst-performing second¬ 
aries to raise their results to the level currently 
achieved by the average school. Those which fail 
could face takeover by a successful neighbouring 
academy school. 

In the most recent round of exams, some 870 out 
of the 3,000 secondaries in England fell short of the 
benchmark.Mr Gove has already raised the target 
for five good GCSEs from 30 per cent to 35 per cent 
of pupils. He is expected to propose raising the 
threshold to 40 per cent in the 2012-13 academic 
year and 50 per cent by 2015. 

According to the national press, he will point out 
that in Singapore, some 80 per cent of pupils already 
achieve at least grade C in English and maths at 16, 
compared to only half in the UK. 

The paper also reported that he will announce 
plans to turn at least 88 struggling schools - 73 sec¬ 
ondaries and 13 primaries - into academies over the 
next two years. 

Meanwhile, it was claimed comprehensive school 
pupils are being denied places at leading universi¬ 
ties after being “mis-sold” soft A-levels in subjects 
like media studies. A-levels in traditional subjects 
like maths, science and foreign languages are 
becoming the preserve of private and grammar 
schools, according to Tory MP Elizabeth Truss. 

An analysis of official data, conducted by Ms 
Truss, suggests half as many students educated at 
comprehensive schools study three “rigorous” A- 
levels as those who attend fee-paying schools. 


Five Focus sites 
are shut down 

Five Focus DIY stores in the region, including two 
in Walsall have closed within a week, meaning the 
loss of more than 100 jobs. 

Administrators have announced outlets in 
Wolverhampton, Wednesfield, Kingswinford, 
Aldridge and Walsall will be shut. 

It had been hoped some of the stores would be 
saved. 

There are 101 jobs that will go across the region’s 
stores, according to administrators Ernst & Young. 

Simon Allport, from the firm, said: “We would like 
to thank all Focus DIY employees for their continued 
support in what has been a difficult and uncertain 
time.” 

Focus went into administration at the beginning 
of last month and it was announced that 122 stores 
across the country would close, with the loss of 3,000 
jobs. 

Buyers were found for a further 55 stores, includ¬ 
ing the shop in Brownhills, securing 19 jobs. 

But Ernst & Young has announced final trading 
dates for all of the stores that will close.They include 
the loss of 17 jobs at shops in Wolverhampton and 17 
in Wednesfield, 18 in Walsall, 19 in Aldridge and a 
further 30 in Kingswinford will go over the next 
seven days. 

Kingfisher, owner of B&Q, has acquired 31 
branches for £23 million. It plans to open them as 
B&Q stores. Owner of Wickes, Travis Perkins has 
bought 13 stores.

Poor families have seen their 
day-to-day living costs rise 50 per 
cent faster than richer house¬ 
holds since the recession struck, 
research claims. 

The poorest fifth of households 
have seen the cost of the goods and 
services they use rise by 4.3 per cent 
a year between 2008 and 2010, signif¬ 
icantly above the 2.7 per cent annual 
rate of inflation experienced by the 
richest fifth of households during the 
same period, according to the Insti¬ 
tute for Fiscal Studies. 

Pensioners and people who are depend¬ 
ent on state benefits have been hit partic¬ 
ularly hard by rises to the cost of living, as 
they spend proportionately more of their 
income on food and fuel, while they are 
less likely to have benefited from low 
interest rates. 

Pensioner 

The average pensioner who is depend¬ 
ent on benefits has seen inflation increase 
by 4.6 per cent a year between 2008 and 
2010, while a non-benefit-dependent pen¬ 
sioner has seen a 4.3 per cent annual rate 
of inflation. 

People of working age who are depend¬ 
ent on benefits have seen the cost of the 
goods and services they use rise by about 
four per cent a year during the same 
period, significantly higher than the 
annual rises of 2.9 per cent faced by people 
of working age who do not rely on benefits. 

The research, funded by consumer 
group Consumer Focus, found poorer 
households had been hit particularly hard 
by energy price rises, with domestic 
energy costs doubling between 2000 and 
2010. 

The poorest fifth of households spend 
about 9.4 per cent of their budget on 
energy, compared with just 4.4 per cent for 
the richest 20 per cent of households. 

Food price hikes of 41 per cent during 
the past decade have also hit poorest fam¬ 
ilies hardest, as they spend a fifth of their 
budget on food, nearly double the 10.1 per 
cent that richer households spend.

Willenhall Leisure Centre could be 
redeveloped as a cinema, offices, health 
clinic, creche or even back to its original 
use. 

Despite many people believing that 
demolition was a done deal, council bosses 
said they would consider fresh options for 
the future of the closed-down building. 

A development document has now been 
released for potential buyers or developers 
guiding them through the options for the 
site - with no mention of flattening the 
building. 

Campaigners said it was a “positive 
sign” that could help them “pull some¬ 


thing out of the fire”. The development 
brief says it would consider three main 
options for the future of the Bath Street 
centre, which closed in August last year 
after being rated one of the worst perform¬ 
ing leisure centres in the borough. 

The first could see it used for assembly 
or leisure purposes, meaning the council 
would consider ventures such as a cinema, 
banqueting suite or bingo hall. 

It also says offices would be acceptable. 

The local authority would also consider 
applications to redevelop the site as a non- 
residential institution, which includes 
clinics, health centres and creches. 


The document rules out residential use 
but adds: “As an alternative to redevelop¬ 
ment, reuse of the current leisure centre 
building may also be considered.” 

The centre will be marketed for eight to 
12 weeks. 

Councillor Sean Coughlan, representa¬ 
tive for Willenhall South, said: “The pleas¬ 
ing thing for me is that one of the things it 
is saying as a no-go is residential develop¬ 
ment. 

“I would still argue that local councillors 
would like to see it remain in public own¬ 
ership through the council or asset trans¬ 
fer.”

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Figures show big drop 
in younger blood donors

There has been a 20 per cent drop in 
the number of young blood donors over 
the last decade - prompting fears of an 
“alarming generation gap” in blood 
donation. 

Just 14 per cent of people who donate reg¬ 
ularly are under 30, while more than two- 
thirds are over 40, say new NHS Blood and 
Transplant (NHSBT) figures. 

The 297,539 donors aged 17-34 in 2001 fell to 
237,520 now. About 200,000 of all ages go off the 
register annually. NHSBT, backed by celebrities, 
wants 10,000 people to “make a date to donate”. 

Its poll, released to coincide with World Blood 
Donor Day, found young people are “too busy” to 
donate or are frightened of the procedure. 

The NHS needs 7,000 units of donated blood 
daily for procedures, including surgery, cancer 
treatment, blood disorders and difficult child- 
births. 

Jon Latham, NHSBT assistant director of blood 
donation, said: “We want to remind everyone that 
blood donation is one of the simplest ways you can 
save or improve a life - just one unit of blood can 
save the life of three adults or seven babies, and 
you can start donating from the age of 17. 

Saving 

“We also want to take the opportunity to thank 
our current donors for the invaluable contribution 
their donations make to saving lives and to ensur¬ 
ing blood stocks meet hospital demands.” 

Three-quarters of people who had ever given 
blood last donated more than two years ago, so 
they were keen to emphasise the need to give 
blood on a regular basis. 

Some four per cent of the UK population are 
active blood donors. People can give blood every 16 
weeks, or three times a year. 

Actress Kym Marsh, footballer Gary Lineker 
and TV presenter Kate Thornton are backing the 
campaign along with singer Sophie Ellis-Bextor, 
TV presenter Jenny Frost, actress Jill Halfpenny 
Dancing On Ice star Jayne Torvill and DJ Sara 
Cox. 

Ellis-Bextor said: “When I heard about the 
many mothers who receive blood during labour it 
really hit home how important it is for me to do my 
bit to help.” 

Information is available at www.blood.co.uk or 
by calling 0300 123 2323. The survey of just over 
180 young people found one in 10 is too busy to 
donate, while 37 per cent said they are scared of 
needles.

Jobs cut is less than 


Around 90 workers will leave the 
private firm that delivers education in 
Walsall - up to 30 fewer than initially 
feared. 

A three-month consultation period 
involving employees at Serco was 
launched earlier this year, with concerns 
that up to 120 non-teaching staff could be 
made redundant. 

Bosses have now confirmed the amount 
of posts to go from August 31 is less than 
expected. It is hoped some positions can 
still be maintained. 

Serco spokesman Mark Vaughan said 
today: “Walsall Children’s Services-Serco 
has almost finalised the staffing arrange¬ 
ments that will be in place from Septem¬ 


ber 2011. With a lot of hard work, the 
number of potential redundancies has 
been reduced from the original estimate 
and the worst case situation could see 
around 90 leaving the organisation this 
summer, 30 of whom are volunteers. 

“Several further jobs could be main¬ 
tained if there is sufficient demand for 
services from schools. 

“In areas such as school improvement, 
national government funding has previ¬ 
ously financed these jobs,” he added. 

“Now this funding has been removed it 
is up to schools to decide whether to com¬ 
mission such services. If they do, further 
roles can and will be maintained. 

“Walsall Children’s Services-Serco is 


predicted 

committed to providing quality services to 
schools and families and will continue to 
do so for those services that are still 
required in the future.” 

It was initially believed between 110 
and 120 workers could go. In total, more 
than 200 staff at the company were told 
that their positions were “at risk.” 

Posts are being axed due to Serco’s con¬ 
tract with Walsall Council being reduced 
by £7.7 million. 

Serco in Pelsall Road, Rushall, has pre¬ 
viously said job losses would be confined to 
back office or advisory staff where possi¬ 
ble. 

The firm, which employs around 400 
people in Walsall in non-teaching jobs.

Extra visitor parking spaces 
will be created at Streetly Cre¬ 
matorium to stop drivers block¬ 
ing roadways and leaving cars 
on grass verges. 

A new 21-space car park will 
make more room for motorists who 
ignore double yellow lines and 
cause mourners distress by 
parking close to graves. 

It is part of £lmillion improvements 
brought in at the crematorium, off 
Little Hardwick Road, which has seen 
new bigger cremators put into use to 
cope with overweight people. 

There are currently 42 car park 
spaces and six bays but the site, which 
carries out an average of 11 cremations 
each day, is unable to cope with 
demand. 

A temporary contractors’ compound 
set up for those working on the three 
new cremators and installation of new 
equipment, will become a car park. 

Grassed 

It was previously a grassed area and 
is expected to be open for parking in 
autumn to add to the existing facilities. 

Leisure chief councillor Anthony 
Harris, who is responsible for cremato¬ 
riums and cemeteries, said more than 
£1 million is being spent on improve¬ 
ments. 

“This is indeed very good news as it 
will provide extra dedicated car 
parking space for mourners, particu¬ 
larly for funerals which have a large 
attendance,” he said. 

“It will help alleviate the need for 
mourners to park their vehicles on cre¬ 
matorium access roads and on the 
grass verges. We hope the new car park 
will be ready for use by late autumn.” 

Complaints have been received 
about congestion on roadways through 
the cemetery. When parked on the 
roadway visitors have to walk in the 
path of moving vehicles. 

It comes after burial fees were 
increased in Walsall in a bid to net the 
authority an extra £90,000.

A board of West Midland busi¬ 
ness leaders and people inter¬ 
ested in canals has been set up to 
prepare for the Government to 
hand over control of waterways 
to an independent body. 

British Waterways is set to 
become a body, similar to the 
National Trust, next year. 

A group of business people

The trial Partnership was due 
to hold its its first meeting last 
week, where the new team will 
begin the process of working 
through management plans, 
looking at how to attract new vol¬ 
unteers and identifying potential 


sources of funds. The partner¬ 
ship includes Dudley councillor 
David Caunt, Anne Cranston 
from environmental charity 
Groundwork, Nick Crombie, the 
chief executive of Bilston based 
Heantun Housing Association, 
Matt Ward, the general manager 
of the Copthorne Hotel in Dudley 
and Neil Wyatt, the chief execu¬ 
tive of the Wildlife Trust for 
Birmingham and the Black 
Country. 

Mr Mathews said: “The canals 
and rivers in the West Midlands 
are an integral part of the land¬ 
scape.”

Contractors for work on Pelsall’s 
new £4.5 million health centre and 
library are expected to be 
appointed by the end of this month. 

The village’s former GP surgery and 
library building in High Street is to be 
flattened to make way for the new-look 
multi-million pound facility. 

Site clearance work has started, with the 
main demolition process to be carried out 
later. The library has been relocated to a 
temporary base at the former Social Serv¬ 
ices offices in Norton Road until the new 
facilities open next year. 

Leisure chief councillor Anthony Harris 
said: “General site clearance works are now 
under way. 

“Officers inform me that the appointment 
of the contractors is due to be finalised 
within the next few weeks with a view to 
them starting work, which will initially 
involve the demolition of the building, later 
this summer. 

Venture 

“Under the current timetable the work is 
due to be completed by Autumn 2012,” he 
added. 

The new development is a joint venture 
between the council, NHS Walsall and 
Walsall Children’s Services Serco. 

There had been fears the scheme could be 
at risk due to widespread budget cuts. But 
council chiefs insisted the development was 
much-needed and would go ahead. 

It was announced in spring that the final 
funding instalment had been received and a 
formal planning application for the tempo¬ 
rary library was approved. 

The temporary home, a two-storey Victo¬ 
rian building, is open on Tuesdays, Wednes¬ 
days and Fridays from 9am to 1pm and 
2-6pm. Users can also visit on a Saturday 
between 9am and 1pm then 2-4pm. 

The new development on the former site 
will have a children’s centre, health centre, 
and four doctor surgeries alongside the 
library. 

Residents were given the chance to have 
their say on the project. 

Walsall Mayor, councillor Garry Perry 
has welcomed the long-awaited plans 
insisting it will create a “first-class family 
health facility.” 


Clear up after fly-tippers strike

Two hundred tyres, traffic cones, wooden 
pallets and plastic pipes have been removed 
from two roads after fly-tippers struck. 

Mounds of waste have been dumped in 
Beecham Close and Dumblederry Lane, 
Aldridge. Council clean-up teams are hard at 
work clearing away the mess and have had to 
to bring in a digger due to the large amount of 
rubbish. 

The tyres have been dumped on the road in 
Beecham Close, while the other waste has 
been strewn on private land in Dumblederry 
Lane. Fly-tipping in Walsall costs taxpayers 
£85,000 a year. 

Walsall Council environment chief, Coun¬ 
cillor Tom Ansell, condemned the latest fly¬ 
tipping. He said the council had been forced to 
remove 230 tons of illegally dumped waste so 
far this year. He said: “Flytipping is an 
ongoing problem and it is an issue which all 
councils across the country are faced with.” 

Council bosses are now working to secure 
fly-tipping hotspots such as Minor Street, 
Reaymer Close, Chaucer Road and Shake¬ 
speare Crescent.

Mike Morris, Legion South Staffordshire county 
secretary, said the application would be considered 
by his committee before going to the charity’s mem¬ 
bership council for final approval. 

“I have been county secretary for 15 years and this 
is the first new group we’ve had,” he said. “They are 
very keen and we’ll be only too happy to have them.” 

Pelsall poppy appeal organiser Karen Clift said 
consultation events were being held. On Armed 
Forces Day June 25 they will be near the clock in 
High Street from 10am to midday 

“We need 15 people on board before we can to start 
it up and we are well on our way but we need more,” 
she said. “We want as many people as possible to 
come and talk to us about the idea and register their 
interest.” The committee last year raised £943 for 
the poppy appeal. 

Cannock branch disbanded in July after no one 
joined a committee to keep it running.

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MP calls for derelict 
pub site to be secured

A Walsall MP has called for an 
eyesore Bloxwich pub, which has 
become a magnet for vandals and 
metal thieves, to be secured until it is 
redeveloped. 

Walsall MP David Winnick wrote to 
Walsall Council to raise fears over The 
Eagle in Cresswell Crescent, which is 
derelict. 

Planning permission was given to SEP Prop¬ 
erties Ltd last year for 17 one-bedroom flats on 
land where the pub stands. However, it has 
fallen into further disrepair since consent was 
given, bringing problems of anti-social behav¬ 
iour. 

The Walsall North MP has now written to 
the council in an attempt to try to speed up the 
proposed development and get the pub bull¬ 
dozed. 

In a letter replying to Mr Winnick, Walsall 
Council’s executive director for regeneration 
Tim Johnson said the owners still needed to 
sign a Section 106 agreement, making provi¬ 
sions for urban open space and affordable 
housing. 

Representatives 

Planning permission would then be issued, 
he added. But Mr Johnson said in the mean¬ 
time he had contacted the developer’s repre¬ 
sentatives calling for the site to be secured. 

He added: “I have contacted the agent to 
advise him of the residents’ concerns about the 
deterioration of the building which is encour¬ 
aging anti-social behaviour and have 
requested that steps are taken to secure the 
site in the meantime.” 

Bloxwich councillors Fred Westley and Sue 
Fletcher-Hall have also campaigned for imme¬ 
diate action to be taken at the site and for the 
building to be demolished. 

Mr Winnick said: “I am pleased the agent for 
the owners was contacted, advising him of the 
residents’ concern about the state of the build¬ 
ing and have requested that steps are taken to 
secure the site in the meantime. 

“It is to be hoped the owners will take 
account of the strong feelings of residents in 
this matter,” he added. 

The pub, which stands at the junction of 
Tintern Crescent, has been out of use since 
2007. It closed after Stuart Nelson was shot in 
the leg after a fight broke out there on St 
Patrick’s Day.

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GKN site earmarked for demolition 


An iconic car parts factory is poised to be 
demolished after production was wound 
down and hundreds of staff transferred. 

An application to flatten GKN Drive- 
line, Middlemore Lane, Aldridge, has been 
lodged with Walsall Council. 

More than 200 jobs have been moved 
from the plant after it was announced 
workers were to move to a centre of excel¬ 
lence in Erdington two years ago. 

Staff have been gradually transferring 
and earlier this year only 60 people 
remained on site. 

Demolition could begin as early as this 
month and is likely take around five 
months. All buildings are earmarked to go 
apart from a gas house and sub station. 


The company has been in the town for 
more than 50 years and bulldozing the 
grounds will allow for regeneration. 

A statement issued to council planners 
on behalf of GKN by Steven Gandley from 
DTZ said demolition was needed to avoid 
the risk of vandalism of derelict buildings. 

“The site will be left clean, tidy and 
secure to allow for future development,” 
he added. Bosses announced plans to close 
the site in 2009 and transfer remaining 
workers to its “centre of excellence” in 
Erdington. 

They recently admitted while GKN’s 
business has improved in line with the 
recovery of the automotive market it is 
still less than it was in 2008. 


Earlier this year the company said sales 
had increased by 35 per cent as strong 
demand in China, India and North 
America pushed global sales of light vehi¬ 
cles up 24 per cent. 

The company announced in 2009 a total 
of 323 jobs would be lost with the closures 
of its factories in Aldridge and in Great 
Barr which has already shut. 

Paul Dinwiddy, spokesman for GKN, 
said virtually the whole work force at 
Aldridge has now been moved to Erding¬ 
ton, and all the machinery will be trans¬ 
ferred over by the end of this month. 

He said: “We thought demolition was 
the most appropriate thing. We have been 
marketing the Aldridge site for months.”

A man who assembled Spitfire tailplanes during 
the Second World War has celebrated his 100th 
birthday.

Old building is 
to be levelled 


A derelict building that has become 
a magnet for vandals will be demol¬ 
ished. 

Lime House, Littleton Street West, 
is likely to be flattened after a notice 
of demolition was submitted to the 
council. 

The building, which lies on one of 
the town’s main roads, will be levelled 
as part of Walsall’s £400 million Giga- 
port project. 

The Gigaport scheme is a long-term 
plan to create a business corridor in 
the town centre bringing in big-name 
companies. 

It will include offices, hotels and 
leisure facilities all hooked up to high 
speed internet. 

An application submitted to the 
council says Lime House is “vacant, 
derelict and under vandal attack with 
unauthorised entry and use”. 

It adds the demolition is “also in 
preparation for the town centre Giga¬ 


port.” Regeneration boss Councillor 
Adrian Andrew said bulldozing Lime 
House may not be a significant step in 
the future of the ambitious Gigaport 
scheme, but the move would deal with 
a problem building on a main route. 

“It is a significant step in clearing a 
site because obviously cleared sites 
are more attractive,” he said. 

“It has become derelict and van¬ 
dalised and it does look a bit out of 
place next to the new college.” 

Demolition work is expected to 
start around July 11 and is likely to 
take more than three weeks. 

In August last year, a man’s body 
was found in the derelict Lime House 
building. Lime House used to be the 
base for Walsall Council’s child guid¬ 
ance workers. It was also formerly 
used by sea cadets as a meeting point. 
It is located next door to the new 
college, which started welcoming stu¬ 
dents in September 2009.

who was happy to help, the MBE was 
a complete shock to him but an award 
he truly deserved.” 

David moved to Walsall in 1940 
where he lived in Slaney Road with 
his wife Margaret, who died in July 
2004 and was also a teacher. 

In his later years the keen sailor 
suffered with Parkinson’s disease and 
Lewys Bodies Dementia. 

After being admitted to Bloxwich 
Hospital in December last year he 
chose to move up to Aberdeen to be 
closer to his daughter and grandchil¬ 
dren. 

Three months later David was 
admitted to Aberdeen Royal Infir¬ 
mary where he succumbed to pneu¬ 
monia. 

He leaves behind two children, two 
grandchildren and an older brother.

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Fresh plans to build luxury homes 


A fresh proposal to convert an empty 
Walsall pub into one of the borough’s 
biggest homes and build other luxurious 
houses has been submitted. 

A previous attempt to transform the 
former Three Crowns and build another 
four £1 million mansions around it was 
rejected by Walsall Council last year. It 
sparked controversy with more than 30 
complaints ahead of the planning commit¬ 
tee claiming it was over-development and 
loss of green belt in Sutton Road. But a 
new bid has now been submitted. 

A plan for the conversion and just three 
other properties have now been submitted 
to the authority by Lap worth Architects. 

Pheasey councillor Adrian Andrew said 


neighbouring residents would now be con¬ 
sulted to see if the scheme was favourable. 

“We need to speak to the people who are 
directly affected by the site on a day- to¬ 
day basis,” he said. “The site has been van¬ 
dalised, standing derelict and subjected to 
fly-tipping. We don’t want it to be a 
derelict pub and want to see something 
happening with it, but which is something 
residents can support.” 

A covenant has been put on the former 
Mitchells & Butlers pub preventing it 
from being used as a licenced premises 
again. 

A planning statement has been submit¬ 
ted by architect Michael Lapworth in 
support of converting the derelict pub site. 


He says: “Obviously the best way to pre¬ 
serve this landmark building is to put it 
into some use.” 

The proposed properties would have up 
to six bedrooms with games rooms, cinema 
and gym facilities. 

The Three Crowns building dates back 
to the 1930s and closed as a pub more than 
three years ago. 

Walsall Civic Society were among those 
to complain about the scheme when it 
went before councillors last December 
over encroachment on green belt. 

A previous change of use of the pub and 
minor extensions to form 12 apartments 
was granted permission subject to condi¬ 
tions in June 2008.

Prodigal son returns 
to solve dark mystery 
in compelling thriller 


Exile (15) 

THIS three-part series by Danny Brocklehurst, shown 
earlier this year on BBCTV, is a compelling blend of family 
drama and conspiracy thriller. 

John Simm is in excellent form as washed up magazine hack Tom 
Ronstadt, who leaves his luxury flat in London to return to his roots 
in the grim northern town where he grew up, where his self-sacrific¬ 
ing spinster sister has been caring for his former local journalist 
father, who is suffering from Alzheimer’s Disease. 

The son tries to find some kind of redemption by completing an 
investigation his father was involved in decades earlier, which also 
has a bearing on the shocking incident which drove father and son 
apart when Tom was still a teenager. 

When it turns out that the man at the centre of dubious goings-on 
at a local mental hospital some 30 years before is now a council 
bigwig, Tom finds that he and his family are in danger and, as he con¬ 
tinues to delve into the past, discovers horrifying secrets. 

Exile is a well-plotted thriller but what really makes it special are 
the relationships between the characters and the acting, especially 
from Simm as Tom as he attempts to connect with his father, a 
superb bewildered performance by Jim Broadbent, through the fog 
of dementia. 

The double disc set also includes a documentary on the series and 
films about Alzheimer’s Disease. 

Season of the Witch (15) 

Nicolas Cage and Ron Perlman play two tough medieval 
knights pitted against the forces of evil in this entertaining, if 
silly, fantasy-horror romp. 

After deserting from the Crusades because they are sickened by 
the wanton bloodshed (of which they seem the most capable pro¬ 
tagonists), they find their homeland devastated by the plague. Then 
the pair are captured by the authorities but the church gives them 
one last chance to redeem themselves by escorting a caged young 
witch - who is blamed for the pestilence - to a remote monastery 
where the monks are equipped to deal with her magic. 

The witch, a bewitching Claire Foy, turns out to have incredible 
strength and the ability to mess with the minds of the escorting party 
of knights, priest and forest guide. At first we join Cage’s knight in 
doubting that she is a supernatural creature but once the survivors 
arrive at the monastery, all bets are off. 

This is enjoyable sword and sorcery nonsense with a touch of The 
Exorcist. 

The special effects are good and the dialogue mildly amusing. 

Cage gives a typically world-weary performance, only looking 
mildly irked when confronted with an army of zombie monks. As the 
priest says: "We’re gonna need more holy water!" 




Brighton Rock (15) 

The idea of updating the story of small time Brighton gangsters 
from the 1930s to the Mods versus Rockers era of the early 60s 
sounded a good idea on paper but really adds nothing to Rowan 
Joffe’s remake of the 1947 original, in which Richard Attenborough 
gave a career best performance as the psychotic young thug Pinkie. 

Sam Riley has an air of menace as the juvenile delinquent but is a 
pale shadow of Attenborough’s portrait of evil. Andrea Riseborough, 
as the awkward young waitress he befriends purely to silence, tries 
far too hard, to the point where she started to put me in mind of Hi- 
De-Hi’s chalet maid Peggy. 

The mods and rockers bits seemed tagged on, like leftovers from 
Quadrophenia, though Eastbourne makes a decent mock Brighton, 
looking so seedy that it can’t do much for the Sussex resort’s tourist 
industry. There is some heavyweight supporting acting talent, 
including John Hurt and Helen Mirren, as Pinkie’s determined 
nemesis. But neither are required to go beyond second gear by the 
mediocre script. 

OK, the original Brighton Rock is black and white and made 60 
years ago but it remains the far superior movie, check it out instead 
or save your DVD money to buy a copy of the classic book by 
Graham Greene. Leon Burakowski

Ravi Shankar 

Birmingham Symphony Hall 

The term legend is often overused but 
when a 91-year-old gets a standing 
ovation for merely walking on stage you 
know it is a fitting superlative. 

Believe it or not Ravi Shankar has 
entered his 10th decade and the sage-like 
master of the sitar commands respect from 
his proteges as much as he does from his 
audience. This fact made it all the more 
surprising that the Symphony Hall was less 
than half full. 

His evening of ragas, which is a musical 
form dating back around 2,000 years and 
has its roots in sacred music of the Hindu 
faith, was as you would expect spiritual, 
enjoyable and full of intricate musical nota¬ 
tions which were executed with the preci¬ 
sion of a master who has been playing 
music for more than 80 years. Surrounded 
by a mixture of his pupils and other 
respected Indian musicians you felt privi¬ 
leged, almost as if you were sitting in on a 
masterclass where Shankar was both 
passing on his wisdom and overseeing the 
finer details of his followers’ progress. 

If you want to see a true legend in action 
then go and see Shankar.

Ringo Starr and his All Starr Band 

Birmingham Symphony Hall 

Oh come on. Yes, of course it was very Butlins Holiday 
Camp at times, but what were you expecting, for goodness 
sake? This is Ringo. 

Now, you might say there are two types of performer in the 
world of popular music: the artist (such as Bob Dylan) and the 
entertainer (such as Engelbert Humperdink). Ringo Starr has 
never once professed to be an artist, but he has never stopped 
being an entertainer. And entertain is what he did supremely 
well. 

“If you don't know this next song, you're in the wrong 
venue,” he told the crowd as he launched, inevitably, into 
Yellow Submarine, the daft, throwaway children's song from 
the greatest group of them all, and the track with which Starr 
will forever be associated. Surrounded by top-notch (if 
ancient) musicians (all of whom were major players in their 
time), Ringo - a sprightly 70 years of age - gave us energetic 
renditions of Honey Don't, Back Off Boogaloo, Photograph, 
and of course With A Little Help From My Friends. 

Starr has suffered over the years at the hands of critics who 
expected him to be creative like John, Paul and George. As if 
having three outstanding songwriters in one band was not 
enough. But it turns out the mop-top caricatures of John the 
thinker, Paul the romantic, George the mystic and Ringo the 
clown were pretty accurate after all. At the Symphony Hall he 
proved he was still the clown, the master entertainer, and 
actually, a much better drummer than many give him credit for. 

Ringo ... don't listen to the cynics. You're fab.

Closing school has £500,000 over 


A Bloxwich secondary due to close for 
good this summer is expected to end with 
a surplus close to £500,000. 

Sneyd Community School will close on 
August 31 before the site reopens as a Uni¬ 
versity Technical College in September. 

The money will then be distributed 
through all of the other schools in the 
borough via the Schools Forum. 

However, Brownhills Technology 
College, which has picked up most of the 
fallout from the closure of Sneyd, had 
appealed for it to be reinvested in its 
budget. 

Brownhills has taken on more Sneyd 
pupils than any other local school. 

Staff received no extra cash for the 


majority of the pupils, with the school left 
to foot huge transport bills, such as 
£24,000 on coaches. Brownhills head¬ 
teacher Helen Keenan said she would 
have liked to have seen the money rein¬ 
vested in her school. 

“I would like to see transparency on 
where this money will be spent through¬ 
out the schools. We have taken on 63 
youngsters, who are now happy and 
settled in, and the staff have worked 
extremely hard. 

“But because of where we are geograph¬ 
ically we were left with large transport 
costs and received no financial help,” she 
said. 

Mrs Keenan added she believed this to 


be a special case and had pointed that out 
to the Schools Forum. 

However, Walsall Children’s Services 
Serco, which manages education in 
Walsall, said the money would have to go 
through the forum. 

Spokeswoman Claire Clews said: “The 
amount of money a school receives is 
mostly dependent on the number of chil¬ 
dren there on school census day in 
January each year. 

“Thus any school that gets an influx of 
children will receive the money for those 
children subsequently. This is normal 
practice. Brownhills School asked the 
Schools Forum for special consideration 
but this was not agreed.”

With all those people going in and 
out of your house why not tile the 
floors that get the most punish¬ 
ment. Kitchen floors that are tiled 
are hygienic and trouble free and a 
hall or porch with a tiled floor won’t 
be damaged by dripping brollies, 
dribbling wellies and muddy dogs. 

Bathrooms and cloakrooms are 
also hard to keep fresh. Tiled floors 
are easy to keep clean, very smart 
looking and don’t mind if you don’t 
quite shut the shower door.

And with it being that time of year 
again everybody is looking for a 
bargain.

Always buy more tiles than you 
need.

Tiles can last a lifetime and in five 
years a new bath, a new shower 
screen or new radiators can leave 
small gaps.

Chessboard 

Mix and match. You can buy 
small quantities of different tiles and 
create panels, stripes or a chess¬ 
board effect.

Volvo eco car crosses Europe on a single tank 



IF you’ve managed to get this far 
in your motoring life without 
sparing a thought for fuel bills orthe 
environment, then I’m secretly 
impressed. 

There’s nothing like the tide of public 
opinion to raise something to the top of 
the agenda. 

It wasn’t that long ago that hardly anyone 
knew about carbon dioxide emissions, but 
these days it’s more socially acceptable to 
banter about g/km than bhp. 


Volvo isn’t ashamed to admit it’s been in 
the business of making family cars for 
decades now; it knows what works and 
what doesn’t. 

Its long-deserved reputation for safety is 
ever-present, yet perhaps of greater interest 
now is an emphasis on creating cars that are 
good to look at and very economical too. An 
impossible combination maybe? 

The new V60 DRIVe represents a 
serious attempt to fill all those roles. 
You should be familiar with the 
regular V60 by now: A slick, 
modern Volvo right 
down to its core and 
yet still able to 
do the

boring stuff. 

But the DRIVe model brings with it the 
ability to achieve some remarkably efficient 
figures. Try 62.8mpg and 119g/km for the 
V60, a fraction better for the S60 saloon. 

What’s more, rather than the pie-in-the- 
sky figures that many seem to think the offi¬ 
cial statistics are, a little application makes 
them achievable. 

To prove it, Volvo set the task of driving a 
new V60 DRIVe from its UK headquarters in 
Marlow to Mayrhofen in Austria on a single 
tank of fuel. 

My geography is poor at the best of times, 
but I know that 840 miles without refuelling 
is no mean feat. 

Sponsor 

It was worth the effort, though, as Volvo is 
the key sponsor of the Snowbombing Festi¬ 
val which combines winter sports with some 
top-drawer music acts. It seemed a long 
way away at the starting point, however. 

Even starting with the M25 couldn’t dimin¬ 
ish the V60’s qualities. 

Despite not even being run in yet (and 
anyone will tell you that diesels in particular 
don’t really get going until they have more 
than 1,000 miles on them), the 1.6-litre 
diesel unit gave the kind of low-speed pull 
that we’ve come to expect, thanks to the 
199lb/ft of torque available from just 
1,750rpm. 


There’s a six-speed manual gearbox too, 
rather than the five speeds with which many 
eco-specials are lumbered. 

The V60 rattled off the 100 miles to Folke¬ 
stone and the Channel Tunnel crossing with 
little effort, and once on the French side 
sticking to a steady 75mph was much easier. 

The cabin did a fine job of looking after its 
occupants too, with seats that are very sup¬ 
portive and comfortable. 

There’s a healthy complement of equip¬ 
ment, too, as this is no stripped-out 
economy model. 

Better still, if you go for the R-Design 
model innocent passers-by would mistake it 
for the hot model in the range. 

R-Design gets you very attractive and 
large alloy wheels and a tasteful bodykit for 
sportiness - but not showiness - and 
sharper suspension. 

Much as we’d like the more handsome 
version here, we were thankful for the softest 
suspension over broken French roads. 

By the end of day one we were comfort¬ 
ably in excess of 60mpg, with 420 miles still 
to go and more than half a tank do it with. 

Day two meant getting on with it. Not only 
did we have all those miles to cover, but 
there was the party at the end of it. 

The temptation of derestricted autobahn 
through Germany was largely resisted, 
although we did up the pace a little as even 
in a comfortable and attractive cabin, the 


seven-hundredth motorway mile was begin¬ 
ning to grate. We also began to make even 
more use of the impressive cabin space. As 
with any road trip the amount of accumu¬ 
lated detritus increases but the V60 swal¬ 
lowed it all quite happily. 

The increased sense of urgency had also 
chipped away at our average economy, and 
so as we approached Mayrhofen we had to 
fully exploit the road-holding in order to 
avoid braking unless absolutely necessary- 
thankfully the V60 was faithful, benign and 
grippy, despite low-rolling resistance tyres. 

Remarkably, and despite the seemingly 
dubious end to the story, the V60 indicated 
zero fuel in the tank and zero range with 15 
miles still go. 

Reserve 

Holding our breath and everything else 
(particularly over the level crossing) it trun¬ 
dled happily up to the hotel without a single 
cough or splutter. 

A total of 830 miles down, 56.4mpgonthe 
trip computer. 

It might not be the kind of thing that a 
family would undertake regularly, but the 
point was proven emphatically. 

The V60 DRIVe demands very little in the 
way of compromise from its occupants, yet 
delivers pretty impressive fuel efficiency 
with a little in reserve - which proves that you 
don’t have to sell your soul to save the.

With such impressive figures it’s easy to lose sight of the 
Cooper SD’s performance potential. 

Holding on to a gear for longer or pushing harder on the 
throttle soon makes you forget about green motoring, 
though. 

For all the JCW references, in reality the Cooper SD has 
more in common with the petrol-powered Cooper S when it 
comes to set-up. More forgiving than Mini’s flagship hot 
model, the Cooper SD’s ride is on the right side of firm - 
corners can be confidently attacked with considerable 
enthusiasm, while poorly-surfaced roads won’t have your fill¬ 
ings falling out of your mouth. 

You sit low down in the Cooper SD, which adds to the 
theatre of the performance experience, and the car’s respon¬ 
sive steering allows you to make precise inputs with confi-

dence. Combined with the slick manual gearshift - an auto 
box is optional - and the well-spaced pedals, all the ingredi¬ 
ents are present to deliver an engaging time behind the 
wheel. 

For anyone still not convinced by the concept of a diesel 
hot hatch, the Cooper SD is a car that’s likely to change some 
minds. By its very nature it doesn’t emulate the screaming, 
rev-happy character of a petrol rival, but you can reach 
similar speeds having exerted considerably less effort. 

The 2.0-litre diesel engine positively gushes torque from 
low down the rev range, and makes accelerating and main¬ 
taining a brisk pace extremely easy. 

So much so that fewer gearchanges are needed, but more 
attention has to be paid to the speedometer for obvious 
reasons. 


IN LITTLE more than a decade, Mini has gone from producing 
one car to offering buyers a wide range of equally attractive 
models. So much so, that company executives are keen to stress 
that Mini isn’t a car but a brand. 

Alongside the continual tweaking of the technology behind the cars, 
expansion appears to be the main game at Mini. So much so, that there’s 
something for everyone - well, almost. 

Until now a hot diesel variant wasn’t really an option. That’s in contrast to the 
John Cooper Works sub-brand, which offered a heady mix of hot hatch enjoyment 
from a highly-tuned turbo petrol motor. 

The Cooper SD moniker is, according to company bosses, the diesel equivalent 
and it’s not restricted to just the three-door hatch: convertible, Clubman and Coun¬ 
tryman can be selected with the all-alloy 143bhp, 2.0-litre turbo engine. 

For now it’s probably best to focus attention on the Cooper SD hatch. It’s more 
likely to be chosen by converted petrolheads than the other models thanks to its 
compact dimensions and better agility. 

If you think 143 horsepower is a bit stingy in the world of 200-plus horsepower 
hatchbacks, remember that because it’s a diesel the Cooper SD packs a substan¬ 
tial torque punch - 2251b ft of the stuff, which is more than the petrol JCW models. 

In practice that contributes to the car’s extremely flexible nature: you can trickle 
around town with ease yet be ready for a quick burst of acceleration in an instant. 

Package 

Motorway cruising is also a straightforward experience, as cruising in a high 
gear at low revs is not only kind on the ears but also good for your wallet. 

Mini, and parent company BMW, have been enthusiastic proponents of fuel¬ 
saving technology in recent years, so it’s no surprise to learn that the Cooper SD 
models come with the now familiar package of engine stop-start and brake energy 
recovery systems. 

Over the course of the car’s life you can expect to make modest but valuable 
savings, while the on-paper figures for the hatch (65.7mpg, 114g/km C02) show 
how far the industry has come in a few short years.

It has been at the heart of the 
Black Country for more than 130 
years and now an historic family 
firm is investing more than £1 
million during a transformation. 

Forging company WH Tildesley origi¬ 
nally started out in blacksmithing and 
engineering when it was launched in 
Willenhall in the 1870s. 

But it has built up a reputation in the forg¬ 
ings and pressings industry with links to 
Europe and America. Among the industries 
the company provides parts for are aero¬ 
space, oil and autosport. The substantial 
revamp at Clifford Works Ltd in Bow Street 
includes refurbishment work with new

hammers and replacement of the main forge 
building. It is due to begin later this year and 
exp-ected to be completed next summer. The 
aim is to create more space and better sound¬ 
proofing in more modern surroundings. 

Design 

Technology has already been incorporated 
in the tool room where computer-aided 
design and 3D modelling equipment is in 
place to help with the die-making process. 

Turnover has increased by around 20 per 
cent over the last 12 months as WH Tildesley 
has benefited from a resurgence in manufac¬ 
turing. A total of 46 staff are based at the 
landmark firm which plans to encourage 


modern apprentices following the scheme. 

Up to eight positions could be created to 
add to the existing mix of skilled forging 
teams, machine shop technicians, adminis¬ 
tration department and the management 
team. 

Current managing director John Tildesley 
is the fourth generation of the family to take 
over the reins and has been in the role for six 
years. 

He said: “This is the single biggest invest¬ 
ment this company has ever made and in the 
current climate shows our confidence in the 
future of the company. 

“It secures our long-term future in Willen¬ 
hall. Rebuilding the forge has the advantages 
of bringing the latest technology into the 
building.” 


The company started off in 1874 after 
being founded by William Horace Tildesley 
and then taken over his son Horace where 
forging became its main operation. 

Succeeded 

David Tildesley succeeded his father after 
the Second World War and the business 
began to invest in new equipment. He was 
succeeded by his son Richard in the early 
1980s then in turn his brother John. 

Members of Walsall Council’s planning 
committee have given the go-ahead to the 
project. 

The new larger forge will be built over the 
top of the existing building to ensure work 
continues during the transformation. It will 
then become the main forge.

'HEN Madge Hart was 102 her 
grandchildren persuaded her 
to try her hand at skateboard¬ 
ing, so it was no surprise that when she 
celebrated her 105th birthday on Sat¬ 
urday she agreed to try out an unusual 
trike which made the headlines in the 
mid-80s - for all the wrong reasons. 

Braving the showers, Madge took the seat 
of inventor Clive Sinclair’s ill-fated C5 and 
gave a thumbs-up before declaring: “I've 
never learned to drive. Where’s the steering 
wheel? What makes it go?” 

Like the thousands who ridiculed the eco- 
friendly invention at the time of its launch, she 
thought that “perhaps a proper car would be 
more suitable” and the sherry-a-day resident of a 
Halesowen old people’s home picked up her stick 
and promptly headed indoors out of the rain. 

“I had lessons, you know, and loved driving. 

But the examiner failed me for driving up to 
junctions too fast. He didn’t appreciate the way I 
drove, even though my husband said I was a good 
driver. I was a good driver,” she insisted. 

Madge, who marked her special 
day with 30 family and friends at a 
party at Lapal House Residential 
Home, in Lapal Lane South, admits 
she’s still game for a laugh “even 
though I cannot do all the things I 
used to”. 

In the past when her eyesight was 
keener, she would not shy away from 
the odd game of pool and was well- 
known for her sharp humour.

A new challenge at 105 - birthday girl Madge

Born when King Edward VII was 
on the throne, Madge moved into the 
home last August from her house in 
Castle Road West, Oldbury, and has 
fond memories of her home town of 
neighbouring Bearwood. 

“Bearwood was quite a nice place 
and I remember as a girl growing up 
there with mum and dad. It was dif¬ 
ferent altogether than today and no- 
one ever had to go into Birmingham 
to shop. You could get it all in Bear¬ 
wood High Street, groceries, 


clothes — everything you needed. 

“We had no electricity and had to 
make do with gas lights, but in 
many ways it was not that different 
than things are today. People were 
still as busy, we had our problems 
with two world wars and families 
struggled just as they do now. Of 
course we didn’t have the modern 
conveniences. 

“People knew each other and 
helped each other more and it was a 
better community we lived in,” she 
said. 

She loved attending Bearwood 
Road School and clearly remembers 
one incident which landed her in big 
trouble with her mother. 

“My mother dressed me in a white 
dress and it was new. 

“I was instructed to take care . .. 
but the girl who sat at the back of 
me in class must have been jealous. 

“We had ink wells and pens to dip 
in them. Before the lesson was fin¬ 



ished she had made sure I had ink 
all down the back of my dress and it 
was ruined. I was in such a lot of 


trouble,” she said. Raised with four 
brothers, Don, Albert, Cecil and 
Ken, she is keen to point out she was 
never spoilt as the only girl. 

“Spoilt? Never! We were all 
treated the same and I had to get a 
job the same as my brothers,” she 
said. 

On leaving school at 14, Madge 
worked for Wesley & General Assur¬ 
ance in Birmingham for 10 shillings 
a week (50p) and enjoyed her 
hobbies of knitting and sewing. 

Resign 

She married her childhood sweet¬ 
heart, Harold, in Bearwood in 1929 
and was promptly told by her bosses 
she would have to resign from the 
firm. 

“They didn’t employ married 
women. It was policy, not like it is 
now,” she said. 

“I met Harold at school when I 
was about 10 or 12 and there was 


never anyone else for me. I enjoyed 
my job and rose through the ranks, 
but I was happy to leave to marry 
Harold. It was well worth it. I had a 
good life with him. 

“I was just a little girl when the 
First World War broke out but it 
didn't seem to bother us as children, 
but by the time the Second World 
War started I was a full-time mother 
and housewife and it was very differ¬ 
ent for me. 

“It was a constant worry,” she 
recalled. 

“Harold was called up and served 
as a captain in the Royal Artillery 
before becoming a teacher at the 
school where we met. 

“It was a time of austerity but we 
were happy and I had four children, 
Alan, Michael, Janet and Norman,” 
she added. 

Born in Ethel Street, Bearwood, 
Madge has spend most of her years 
close to the Black Country except for 


a short time in the 1930s when she 
lived in Gloucestershire where she 
took up singing in a choir. 

During the 50s and 60s she was 
an active charity worker with the 
Women’s Royal Voluntary Service 
(WRVS). 

She has 11 grandchildren and 13 
great grandchildren, enjoys her 
daily tipple and regular letters from 
brother, Don - now aged 100. 

Remarkable 

And the secret of her happy 105 
years? 

“Plain living, enjoying a quiet life 
and having a lovely family.” 

Proprietor of Lapal House, Tony 
Billingham, said: “She’s absolutely 
remarkable and has a great sense of 
fun about her. 

“I recall when she arrived here, 
she got out of the car unaided and 
walked up the steps just using a 
stick. Incredible.”

A sterling rear¬ 
guard action from 
Wolves’ middle and 
lower order has 
kept their Knockout 
Cup hopes alive.

The speedway gods frequently 
decree that in such circumstances the 
fallen rider’s partner wins at the 
second attempt. The lengthy rain 
break that preceded the re-run also 
helped. 

It gave the Eagles’ track staff plenty 
of time to lavish the most scrupulous 
attention to grading and preparing 
Dryml’s inside starting gate while the 
Wolves lanes went curiously neglected. 

Dryml looked like going through the 
card although Karlsson - the two did 
not meet - might have had something 
to say about that. Instead, the Eagle’s 
colours were lowered only by Ludvig 
Lindgren who showed total commit¬ 
ment on a sawdust-strewn surface to 
blast his way to the front on the first 
two bends of heat 10. 

Proctor fired his way inside Bridger 
to win the next, and with Fredrik Lind¬ 
gren third Wolves had edged their way 
back to within two points. 

But with the elder Lindgren strug¬ 
gling they conceded a 5-1 in the 13th 
when Karlsson took too wide a line out 
of the start. 

Tai Woffinden can normally be relied 
upon to take care of the penultimate 
race, but Arlington is arguably his 
least favourite circuit - he tried to give 
Dryml a big shove in the seventh, and 
missed — and Wolves were grateful to 
Ricky Wells for splitting the home pair. 

At 10 points down going into the last,

A £12.2 m illi on upgrade 
has almost been completed 
at Birmingham’s Alexander 
Stadium that will see the 
venue become one of 
Britain’s principal athletics 
venues. 

As well as the creation of a 
new stand, facilities at the 
venue have been updated in 
time for a major competition 
there next month. 

In just over three week’s time 
the stadium on Walsall Road 
will host the Diamond League, 
with a star-studded line-up of 
athletes competing in the ninth 
stop of the premier global 
series. Around 250 athletes will 


descend on the stadium on 
Sunday, July 10 for four hours 
of competition. 

This is followed by the UK 
championships later this year 
and then in 2012 the venue will 
host the USA track and field 
team who will spend the five 
weeks leading up to the London 
2012 Olympics training there. 

Stadium manager Kevin 
Levack said: “We knew if we 
wanted to get the big competi¬ 
tions here we would have to 
upgrade some of the facilities 
and one of the main things we 
had to do was increase the 
capacity.” 

Stadium bosses were given 


approval by Birmingham City 
Council to start work on the 
project in September. 

One of the biggest develop¬ 
ments is that of a new 5,000 
seater grandstand that has 
been built at the stadium. This 
has increased overall capacity 
from 8,000 people to 13,000. 
Stadium bosses have also had 
the running track completely 
redesigned. 

Mr Levack said: “The track 
has been redesigned so it 
mirrors the track in London for 
the Olympics. This is now a 
standard layout which athletes 
from around the world will be 
used to, so when they come 


here it is familiar to them. This 
is also something we did so we 
could encourage competitions 
like the Diamond League to the 
stadium.” 

The track has not only been 
redesigned but has been resur¬ 
faced with Polytan, a rubber 
surface which is similar to that 
used on the London 2012 
Olympic track. It has also been 
re-marked. 

A hi-tech control room is also 
being constructed to monitor 
the feeds from 11 CCTV 
cameras around the stadium 
and visitors will greeted by a 
new reception area and 
entrance.
